The names are, perhaps, the insignificant part of all of this — 
but in their humanity - it's what they did for their families, for their profession, for the 


country, and the world. 


The triumphs. The sadness. The exploration. Their life's work. And the remaining 
mysteries. 


Each grain, generation to generation, taken together, is blown by the winds. And the 
subsequent sand storm, at one time in a family's history, will blow right into our being. 


Alas, there is a challenge in this undertaking, most eloquently expressed by the 

New York Times reporter Harvey Araton who, in writing of a fellow traveler in family 
history, 

“The world is a daunting haystack when looking for century-old needles.” 

Century or centuries, the challenge is still the same. 


But , the winds — The Winds of the Trinity - cannot be ignored. 


And in the challenges of my middle age — those Winds have impacted me, profoundly. 


It need hardly be added that promotion of the progress alike of groups and individuals 

calls for clearer definitions of ultimate purposes that are often found. Wiser men than I 

have always known that ultimate purposes must be (emphasis added) spiritual purposes 
and that perception of them depends on spiritual insight.

Thus begins the sad commentary about Philip Doddridge Morris — at least to a contemporary audience — pray he found joy in 
his adventure West after what appears to be his desertion from the 43" Regiment Indiana Infantry during the Civil War. The 
key to the research is my great grandmother's (Emma) sister Mary May Maria Morris — and her being born in Indiana in 1862. 
What brought Philip and his wife Sally Howell Morris to Terra Haute, Indiana was a teaching opportunity. Philip was 
educated at the Hopedale Normal College (Harrison County, Ohio) as a teacher and then headed west. 


The regimental history of the 43" Indiana Infantry is one where it found itself in conflict on the western edges of the United 
States in Missouri, Arkansas, and Mississippi. The infantry was mustered into service on 27 September 1861 and after battles 
throughout the western region of the United States, it was furloughed home on 10 June 1864. New draftees to include, Philip 
Morris, were to have mustered on 12 September 1864. He never arrived for service. Thus began his adventure from St. Louis, 
Missouri west to Virginia City, Montana Territory. 


In early 1864 the 43" Regiment was attacked in Arkansas. Confederate General John S. Marmaduke's 5,000 cavalry initiated 
the attack. The 43" lost 200 killed, wounded, or missing. The stories of the battles, no doubt, had an impact on Philip Morris.

* Thus begins the sad commentary about Phillip Doddridge Morris — at least to a contemporary audience — pray he found joy in 
his adventure West after what appears to be his desertion from the 43" Regiment Indiana Infantry during the Civil War. The 
key to the research is my great grandmother's (Emma) sister Mary May Maria Morris — and her being born in Indiana in 1862. 
What brought Phillip and his wife Sally Howell Morris to Terra Haute Indiana has not yet been determined — but Phillip was 
probably educated at the Hopedale Normal College as a teacher and then headed west. Howell or Morris family in Terra 
Haute — this has yet to be determined. He was a part of the infantry in 1861. The regimental history of the 43" Indiana 
Infantry is one where it found itself in conflict on the western edges of the United States in Missouri, Arkansas, and 
Mississippi. The infantry was mustered into service on 27 September 1861 (David Duncan McCann entered the service on 27 
September 1974), after battles throughout the then western region of the United States, it was furloughed home on 10 June 
1864. New draftees to include, Phillip Morris, were to have mustered on 12 September 1864. He never arrived for service. 
Thus began his ii-fated adventure from Omaha Nebraska west to Virginia City, Montana. (Similarly Samuel Clemens aka 
Mark Twain and his failure to report for service) 


In early 1864 the 43" Regiment was attacked in Arkansas. Confederate General John S. Marmaduke's 5,000 cavalry initiated 
the attack. The 43" lost 200 killed, wounded, or missing. The stories of the battles, no doubt, had an impact on Phillip Morris.

The lands were then granted by Crown authority to colonists ("planters") from England. This process 
began during the reign of Henry VIII and continued under Mary I and Elizabeth I. It was accelerated 
under James I, Charles I and Oliver Cromwell, and in their time the planters also came from Scotland. 


The early plantations in the 16th century tended to be based on small "exemplary" colonies. The later 
plantations were based on mass confiscations of land from Irish landowners and the subsequent 
importation of large numbers of settlers from England and Wales, later also from Scotland. 


The final official plantations took place under the English Commonwealth and Cromwell's Protectorate 
during the 1650s, when thousands of Parliamentarian soldiers were settled in Ireland. Apart from the 
plantations, significant migration into Ireland continued well into the 18th century, from both Great 
Britain and continental Europe. 


The plantations changed the demography of Ireland by creating large communities with a British and 
Protestant identity. These communities replaced the older Catholic ruling class, which shared with the 
general population a common Irish identity and set of political attitudes.” The physical and economic 
nature of Irish society was also changed, as new concepts of ownership, trade and credit were introduced. 
These changes led to the creation of a Protestant ruling class, which secured the authority of Crown 
government in Ireland during the 17th century.

"Whether Bryson voluntarily surrendered or was captured is not now i | 
known, but with John Adams and james McCann he was brought to 
court martial some time in September 1798. His life was certainly in 
danger, for the authorities believed they had two witnesses whose evi- 
dence could convict him of a capital offence.” At their court mardal 
all three rebels were found guilty and sentenced to enlist in a regular 
regiment of the British army for a period of years. When this sentence 
was reported to Lord Lieutenant Cornwallis, he objected to the lim- 
ited length of service and the provision that the offenders could choose 
the regiment in which they would enlist. Cornwallis increased the sen- 
tence to general military service overseas for life. 

The records of Bryson's trial unfortunately no longer exist. Probably 
they were among the host of court-martial papers sent to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant that were subsequently filed among judicial records in the Four 
Courts and which were destroyed by fire during the civil war in 1922.

Fulda, Germany 


I held my candle high, as I, along with hundreds of other worshippers who had crammed into the 10th Century 
cathedral in Fulda, Germany for a 10 p.m. service, worshipped the coming of Lord, Jesus Christ. 


All around, in a language I did not understand, stood Germans paying homage to our common God and his Son. It 
was a common love that bound the hundreds of us together that night. Me, the lone American service member, and 
the hundreds of fellow Christians. 


After the worship service, I began the three mile walk to my apartment building that stood on a hillside overlooking 
the city of Fulda. As I was walking, I wasn't thinking about the time as I just wanted to get home for it was very 
cold. 


Walking up Haimbacher Strasse, I reached the point where the city ended and the vast farm fields began. And there, 
on top of the hill, I stood alone. With my God, the Heavens above, and a moon that illuminated the snow covered 
farm fields. 


Out of what seemed to be a clear sky, wisps of snow began falling to earth, and almost on cue, the bells from all the 
cathedrals in Fulda began chiming out the news of the Christ Child's birth. It was if all God's visual and audio 
creations had come together at this time, at this place for me, to share in the celebration. The bells. The stars. The 


moon. The snow. And one human being among the billions would be a witness to all of this. 


It was a symphony of the senses composed but for one American service member. I must have stood on the side of 
the street for almost 30 minutes. Looking and listening. Not one car passed. I was truly alone. 


The, I walked the rest of the way home. 
Upon entering my small one room basement apartment, I opened a bottle of Blue Nun wine and poured myself a 


glass. Lighting a small Christmas tree, I then raised my wine glass and with tears in my eyes (for I was 
overwhelmed by what I had just seen and heard) I silently said “Merry Christmas."

When the electors of the President and Vice President of the United States took their seats at the council table in the 
courthouse in Harrisburg, Robert Coleman, Esquire, moved, that a president or chairman should be appointed of 
their body, for the purpose of proceeding to business. It was a matter of astonishment to every person present , but 
the other fourteen electors, when he was answered, that they had already chosen a president, that the chief justice 
was chosen: they accordingly proceeded to business, and Mr. Adams had one solitary vote. 


I hope we may be allowed to remark, that the conduct of the Jefferson gentlemen was not very delicate in making 
an appointment that respected (unreadable), without the privity of Mr. Coleman. Pray let our friends in Philadelphia 
know that we are not much obliged to them for their interest at the last general election. However, if we had got 
well our ticket, the electors would have been equally divided, and we would have had the mortification to be 
lurched by people of their own choosing. But the specimen they have given of their skill I hope not one of those 
gentlemen who were present in forming the Whelan? ticket, will ever pretend to, or be present at, the forming any 
ticket in future, for the federal interest in this state. 


I hope any gentleman, hereafter, named as an elector to support a particular interest, if he is not in that interest, will 
declare it publicly, and in (unreadable) that he may be understood, and the pople may not be deceived. When I vote 
for a legislator I regard the privilege that he is to exercise his own judgment — It would be absurd to prescribe the 
delegation. But when I vote for the Whelen ticket, I voted for John Adams; and if Israel had (unreadanble) I think 
he would have sense enough to know it, and candour to act accordingly.

What! Do I chuse Samuel Miles to determine for me whether John Adams or Thomas Jefferson is the fittest 
for President of the United States? No — I want him to act, not to think. Did the enlightened counties of 
Wsahington, Northumberland and Philadelphia exert every nerve, and cheat into the bargain for men that would 
hesitate between the two candidates? Certainly not. When two tickets are formed does half of the slate stake up 
fifteen men to usurp the privilege of thinking for them on one plain question? No, there is more sense in the country 
than that. Did the county of York, that federal gem, turn out its honest inhabitants and give Mr. Miles three 
thousand votes for the purpose of furthering Mr. Jefferson's election? No, no, no. 


Now the affair as to us is over, and not much to every mind, yet I honour the thirteen Jefferson electors, just as far 
as respects the circumstance of voting for Mr. Jefferson: the contrary would have been an imputation upon the good 
sense of the people who chuse them, and would have been betraying the truth. I am of the opinion that the chief 
justice himself (who has as good a right to change sides and think as he pleases, as any man in Pennsylvania) would 
seen have with us, if he had been placed (unreadable). 


Fellow citizens, if we lose our republican federal President, I vote, that the federal gem, the honourable county of 
York, may be the first toast at all tables where good wine is drank, and good rare roast beef eaten.

And Samuel Miles response 
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I thought it my duty to vote for the man that appeared to me the most useful for the public good, without regard to 
party views. The United States were at least to appearance at that time on the eve of a war with France who made 
great depredation of our commerce. I knew that Mr. Adams was looked upon by the French government with a 
jealous eye; it was supposed that he favored the British more than the French. On the other hand I knew that the 
French had confidence in Mr. Jefferson. I had no doubt in my mind but both gentlemen were republicans, and 
would exercise the office with a view to the good and independence of the country. But I concluded that the same 
steps pursued by Mr. Adams and Mr. Jefferson would probably have different effects upon the French government, 
and I dreaded the idea of another war which might prove ruinous to this country. Upon the whole, therefore, I 
concluded that the administration of Mr. J would prove more likely to settle the difference with France, and voted 
for him accordingly. Since that I have been considered by the federalists as having deserted their cause and turned 
democrat as they term it. That I always was and hope ever shall be a Democrat according to the true sense of the 
word., I acknowledged but my sentiment with respect to governance is the same now that it has been from the 
beginning of the Revolution.
